South Africa declared their 
innings closed at the tea in- 
terval, with the score stand- 
ing ot 513 for 8 wickets, 
breaking ‘two, South African 
records. Their rovious 
highest total against En, land 
was 484 for 8 wickets at Dur- 
ban in 1927-8. Their pre- 
vious highest Test score was 
506 against Australia at Mel- 
bourne in 1910. 


Another big «stand, 148 for 
the fourth wicket, between Tay- 
Jor and Catterall, was the feature 
of the day’s play. After the 
dimlasal of Taylor, the England 
bowlers got on top, and wickets 
were falling rapidly when. the 
declaration wns niade.

SERIOUS OUTBREAK IN. THE 
EARL MORNING. 


ESCAPES BY THE ROOF. 


The Western District was the 
scene of another destructive fire 
in the early hours of this morn- 
ing, an outbreak occurring at No. 
208 Wing Lok Street West, one 
of the most congested arenas in 
the Chinese district, and genernl- 


ly known as Nam Pak Hong. 

The premises were oceupied as 
offices and show-rooms for a well- 
known porcelain firm, Messrs, Po 
Cheung Tal, the upper floors being 
uaed os sleeping quarters for the 
staff, ; 

The fire broke out at xpproxi- 
mately 1.45 a.m. on the third toor 
of the premises, and consideruble 
damage was done before the blaze 
wan subdued. 


Sheets of Flame. 


Residents of Nam Pak Hong 
were awakened hy on chorus of 
nolice whistles emanating from 
the building, and the crowd which 
hurried into the street witnessed 
sheets of flame fasuing from the 
top storey, the fire having obtained 
f good hold before it was dis- 
covered.

Fwo engines from Wanchai and 
West Point sub-stations were then 
summoned, as 2 precaution against 
a danger of the fire's spread. 
Control was gained after the 
place had been burning for about 
an hour and other houses were un: 
affected, although some of them 
must have suffered water damage. 


Inmates’ Escape,

LIMITING POWERS 
. OF VICEROY. — 


FEDERAL GOVERNMENT ON 
MODERN LINES. 


APPEAL FOR FAITH. 


London, Jan. 2. 

Progress with a vitally impor- 
tant branch of work of the 
Indian Round Table Conference 
was made to-day when the 
Federal Structure’ Sub-Com- 
mittee discussed the question of 
the constitution, character, 
powers and responsibility of the 
Federal Executive. : 

The whole of the afternoon 


1] Session wag occupied with a speech 


by one of the leading ropresenta- 
tives of moderate opinion in 
British India. 

Addressing himself to the'con- 
alitution as it at present existed, 
he objected to the possession by 
the Viceroy of certain powers 
respecting which he was really 
subject to the Secretary of State 
for India, and which the Viceroy 
had to exercise . sometimes in a 
way contrary to his own views and 
thone of the Executive Couneil. 

He objected to the powers of 
certificating, which prevented the 
Legislature from rising to Ita full 
height. and he contrasted the 
position-in this respect with that 
the self-governing 


Viceroy's Responsibility. 


' At present, he declared, neither 
the Governor-General nor ‘the 
Executive Council was answerable 
to the Legislature. | Their, respon- 
sibility was to the Crown and to 
Parliament, through the Secretary 
of State. 

‘If the Legislature knew that it 
waa responsible and that its vote 
might throw out the Government, 
it would act with more moderation 
in dealing with the problems of 
Government and the administra- 
tion. _ He would like the. Governor: 
General to continue to be appoint- 
ed by the Crown as nt present, and 
would like to make it impossible 
for the Commander-in-Chief to be 
a member of the Executive. : 

He would not hesitate to replace 
the present Executive Council by a 
Ministry chosen from members or 
rs of the Legisla- 
ture: representing the majority and 
working under the Icadership of a 
Prime Minister. | : 


Transition Period. 


Obviously a period of transition 
would be necessary, during which 
time certain subjects should be 
reserved, for example the arm 
and foreign policy. He recognised 
there was n need for caution and 
these subjects or any matter des- 
cribed os a Crown subject should 
be administered by a Minister ap- 
pointed by the Ministry should be 
aclected from the elected members 
of the Legislature. 

Ue suggested. that subjects sul- 
table for administration by Mini- 
sters responsible to the Legislature 
might include the portfollios of 
Commerce, and those of the Legal 
atom Affairs, Industry and Labour,

CHILD WELFARE. 


Judging by his remarks at the 
annutl meeting of the Child Pro- 
tection Socicty, this 
could not have made a happier 
choice than that of Mr. T. M, 
Hazlerigg for the position of 
Honorary Secretary, From some 
standpoints, it may not be an ideal 
arrangement that the officer filling 
‘this post should be a Government 
servant; yet, on the other hand, 
there ure compensating advantages, 
In any event, we have Mr. Haz. 
lerizy's nsaurance that he will 
work solely in ‘the interests of the 
Society and that he will be in-no 
sense an instrument of government. 
al control of the Society's activities, 
His obvious enthttsiaym for the 
work to which he has put his hands, 
and his succinct summary of some 
aspects of child ‘welfare which need 
immediate attention, are sufficient 
to show that he is the right man in 
the right place. 

It was especially gratifying to 
note Mr, Hazlerigg's reference to 
the problem of child beggars, for 
the Colony at present seems over- 
run with these poor little mites who 
pester passers-by at every whip and 
turn. The nuisance is more evi- 
dent in certain localities than in 
others, mainly near hotels and at 
the stopping-places of buses. One 
naturally | wonders where the 
youngsters © hail from, to. whom 
they really belong, what kind of 
pluces they pass: their nights in, | 
and“how ‘badly ‘they aro‘ ill-trent= 
ed. The great majority aro ob- 
viously in the service'of professton- 
al mendiconts. -Thoy tre usually 
to be acen fn groups, with thetr 
real ¢mployers somewhere handy iti 
the background ‘so as to be in 
position “to Iny their hands‘on the 
youngsters’ takings," Many of 
theeo, adults'are quite able-bodied 
individuals, who ought'to be doing 
a good day’s hard, work’ instead of 
living on. theso little mites. :Othebs 
are‘ecen to bo suffering’ from varl- 


organisation 


cus forms of afflictions, but they , 
arc sufliciontly alort to kcop a ready 
eyo on the “cumshaws” ‘which 
thelr.charges pick up, Mr. Haz- 
lerigg’ spoke of the need of special 
legislation to deal with this pro- 
blem; we can only hope that somo 
attempt will bo made in this direc- 
tion. In particular, power should 
be given to bring these child beg- 


gare and thefr employers before the}. 


Secretary for Chinese Affairs so as 
to ‘ascertain tha real relationship 
between them, and where it is found 
that tho adults have no claim by 
parentage or otherwise to thelr 
charges, the children should be re- 
moved from thelr bondage ond 
placed in some approprinte institu- 
tion where they will be well cared 
for and properly looked after, The. 
question of providing some such In- 
stitution, togother with that.of in- 
stitutional treatment for youthful 
sufferers from tuberculosis, is one 
which, the Society would do well to 


take In hand. 


Another ‘matter on which Mr. 
Hazlerigg spoke very pointedly was 
that of the dumping of children’s 
bodies in the streets of the Colony, 
Close on two thousand such corpses 
are picked.up every year, or about 
forty per week. It is| impossible 
to gather from the annual police re- 
ports whether any effort ia made to 
trace the parents of these children, 
whilst the fact that no inquests are 
held on the bodles does seem to Ieave 
the door widely open to infanticide, 
At any rate, it is clear that the law 
on birth and death registration is 
extensively flouted, and it seem 
that unless some  cffort is 
made to enforce it, by prosecutions, 
this will continue to bo the case. 
In this matter, as in so many others, 
people are apparently permitted to 
respect pr ignore the law of the 
Colony: just as it pleases them. The 
points which we have mentioned are 
sufficient to show that there fs am- 
ple scope in Hongkong for good 
service by the Child Protection So- 
cicty, and as its Secretary has given 
emphasis to the matters. referred 
to we may assume that the Society 
will svon get to work on these 80- 
cial evils and shortcomings. 


French Obligation. 


‘Accurately described by Le 
Journal ug disagreeable, the con- 
troversy between the French and 
British Governments in the matter 
of the claims of British holders 
of French War Loan is.only so 
because it has become necessary, 
a setond time, to urge France to 
mect her.- just obligations, 
Strangely chough, in view of the 
heated retorts of the Paris news- 
papers, there ff no dispute as to 
‘the facts of the claims. British 
investors, during the War and in 
response to an eloquent prospectus 
in which all sorta of guarantecs 
were yziven, ‘subscribed oo sum 
totalling over £60,000,000 to the 
French War Loan. To-day, they 
are being offered the cauivalent 
of £10,000,000 for their invest- 
ment, the: French Government 
showing no disposition to repay 
the loan in currency other than 
the debased frane. The argument 
is that It would be impossible for 
the French Government to treat 
British or other foreign 
holders discriminately as compared 
with French subscribers, who have 
had to be content with the re- 
celpt of one-fifth of the value in- 
vestment. The answer which is 
equally, to say the least, logical is 
that the French Government re- 
celved payment in gold and should 
repay in gold, If, as ‘a matter of 
national finance, it has been ¢on+ 
sidered necessary to wipe out a 
largo part of the national débt by 
ithe expedient of, currency Inflation, 
and the French people, have’ been, 
content,. that ia their . concern.

SAVING MONEY. 


Cleveland, Nov. 30.—How tho 
ateo] {industry helps toward the 
improvement of automobiles fa 
brought out in an article written 
in a recent issue of Nation’s 
Business by Ie. J. Kulas, president 
of two large steel companies here. 


“A few months ago an engineer 
in our research Inboratory recom- 
mended what in the past might 
have becn regarded aa a trivial 
change in a minor manufacturing, 
operation,” Kulas writes.

Foreign Capital Can Render Signal Service. 


FORD OFFICIAL’S OPINION 


- “China o rs a wonderful field | 


for foreign cipttal, if that capital 
seeks first to render .a distinct 
service to the country, being will- 
ing to stake results on the future 
of the nation rather “than to 
demand inmediate profita,” js the 
conclusion reached. by William C. 
Cowling, ‘in exocutive of the Ford 
Motor Company of Detroit, Michi-, 


Continuing, Mr. Cowlag said 
that the so-called Internal strife 
was no-valid reason why capital 
should hesitate to invest in China. 
Regardless of turmoil the country 
geemed to progress, and if that 
wore true under present condi- 
tiony the prospect of pence should 
be an added encouragement. 


'This is no time to oxploit 
China, By that we mean to draw 
a definite line botween exploita- 
tion and devolopment. There is a 
vat difference betweon exploita- 
tion and development. The first 
uims to take everything from o 
country while putting ag little into 
tas’ possible, while developmont 
ia the putting into the country of 

jtal with the idea of service 
dominant, letting the fruits of 
service determine  what- 
material benefits may 
come. Tho latter is the Ford 
method. There {s no philanthropy 
nbout this, for Mr. Ford makes 
no claim to philanthropy as such 
word ja commonly used. If help- 
ing a. man to help himsaclf by 
giving him an opportunity to 
increase his purchasing power 
and, consequently, to raise hia 
standard of Hving. is a form of 
charity or beneficence, then there 
may be something in the claim 
that Mr. Ford is philanthropic. 


But Mr. Ford looks fat beyond 
that point of view.. He knows 
that China does not need what we 
call charity, so much ag it needs 
an opportunity. through proper 
work and newer methods of Jabour 
to rehabilitate itself, There is no 
country Whero the people are more 
patient and industrious than in 
China, and ff those sane qualities 
are properly directed they will be 
the dominant force in tho rebuild~

“Wages first of all must bo fair 

to the labouror, and ways must be 
found as’ nower’ methods are 
brought into use, to utilize what- 
ever surplus Inbour there may be 
as n consequence. Tha. inaugura- 
tion of now idons, if properly 
analyzed, usually brings about a 
balance between work ,and’ the 
worker. Tho present Nanking 
Government {s working along con- 
structive lines and tho class of 
men which ia directing tho affairs 
is of splendid character from the 
standpoint of ability. Working 
under difficulties they hnve accom- 
plished much in a short time. 
Confidence, at least in govern- 
ments, is a plant of slow growth, 
and the present government, in 
view of the recent developments in 
the North, Is entitled to the whole- 
some support of those who believe 
in China taking her place in world 
affairs. There {ts no just basis for 
tho criticism that the government 
docs not look with favour upon 
foreiyn capital, for these officials 
welcome any honest effort of 
foreign capital to bring the best 
and newest induatrinl methods 
into China, just as fast as the 
country Is oble to assimilate those 
ddoas. China has a right, how- 
ever, to carefully scrutinize any 
foreign capital which secks to 
enter its borders, and question any 
methods that do not seek to benefit 
the country and its people. No 
foreigner should resent a policy of 
this kind if his intentions are 
honest and well meant, 


The political situation has no 
bearing upon the Ford mission. 
This will work itself out as time 
xoes:on, and so far ag the Ford 
Company ts concerned, if it finally 
decided to bring a unit of its 
factory system to China us {t has 
done {in other countries, it has 
ample falth that its own methoda 
of good wages and fair play will 
ennble it-to carry on a legitimate 
and successful busines ” 


Mr. Cowling sald that Mr. Ford 
wan ninterially interested in good 
roads, | Just now many schemes 
were being projected to build and 
finance road projects, and this 
very fact made it doubtful just 
to what extent the Ford interests 
would participnte in extensive 
rond building. ‘Mr. Cowling said, 
however, that Mr. Ford nevor 
shirked a responsibility, one of 
his favourite snyinvs being that

not do it.” He. himself works 
along this line which: accounts for

Rising Prices. 


[To Tha Editor of: Hongkong 
Telegraph.) 


Sir,—The fall in exchange, in 
conjunction with the now taxation, 
instituted by the Government from 
Ist. inst., naturally has led to oa 
general increase in_ prices on all 
aldes, and an addition of, sny, 
35% to rates abtaining a year ago 
would be reasonable. 


It Is reported however, thnt 
charges are being increased in 
many directions by considerably 
over this percentage, and there arc 
indications that this process will 
know no end unless drastic action is 
taken to stop it in Ita infancy. 


With its largely transient popu- 
lation, Hongkong consumers are in 
a bad position to organise resist- 
ance to unfair treatment of this 
nature,’ and the only protection 
that cnn be afforded to the average 
person—particularly one on a dollar 
income—is by Government action. 


After all, to a large extent,. the 
present position has been brought 
about by the Government's require- 
ments to cover its sterling commit- 
ments, increased salaries of civil 
servants, etc., and the Powers-That- 
Be have a duty in sceing that the 
public well-being fs safeguarded. 


I would suggest that, before the 
evil becomes of undue proportions, 
a Consumers’ Council should be set 
up, with authority to Investigate 
prices, examine traders’ books, and 
80 forth. If this is considered {m- 
practicable, then, a3 an alternative, 
a Government Commission might 
be given statutory powers to ap- 
prove or reject applications for in- 
crensed rates, before they become

that the acta brought home to the 
respective prisoners were acts of 
which they had been guilty in 
carrying out a common criminal 


purpose. ~ 

On the evidence, could any, Tri- 
bunal say that their acts could be 
construed as being for any criminal 
purpose at all? There was not a 
single instance which they could 
pick upon and’ say that it was In- 
dicntive of only ono thing, a 
criminal act. 

In reply, Mr. Somerset Fitzroy, 
for the Crown, reviewed , sections 
of the evidence and quoted authori- 
ties which, he said, were as near to 
the polnt as he could find, as it was 
impossible to get a parallel case

Tho Inquest on Lance Sergeant 
J, J. Post, who was killed on 
Christmas Day os tho result of a 
motor-cycle mishap, was continue 
before the Coronor (Mr. Lindscll) 
a the Central Polico Ceurt yester- 

y* , 
Mr. Danicl Yang, a Chinese om- 
ployed at Messrs. Griffith & Co., 
stated that at 2.30 p.m. on tho day 
in question, he was going up Ico 
House Street when ho heard a 
crash in Lower Albert Road. He 
ran to the spot and found a Eur- 
pean, lying on tho ground, with his 
{aco towards the wall. . 

Ho reported the | occurrence at 
the Central Pofft® Station ten min- 
utes Intor, and 1 Police officer whs 
sent out with him to the spot. 

_ Roplying to the Coroner witness 
asid he had to walt at the 
Station only two or threo minutes 
before he returned to tho scene of 
the accident with the Pollco Officer. 

In anawer to the jury, witness 
atated that as he turned round, 
upon hearing the crash, ho saw the 
bicycle falling over, with the Euro- 
pean already on’ the ground. He 
could seo no pedestrian, dog or 
other animal crossing the road: at 
the time. 


Expert Evidence. ~~ 


Acting Sub-Inspector, 8. . C. 
Saunders, in chargé of motor- 
vehicle inspection, said that, from 
marks ho observed on the roadway 


and on the bank, he was of: the” 


opinion that the deceased wis Ro- 
ing fairly fast and wag too far in 
‘on the left side of the road than 
war usunlly tnken by motorists at 
that particular corner, to the enst 
of the spot where his body waa 
found. He must have then run 
into the side-channe!l ond hit the 
bank a violent glancing blow, 

The machine which Sergeant 
Post was riding was a B.S.A. solo, 
belonging to another officer, which 
witnens understood had been used 
by the deccascd on a number of 
oceasions previously. It was dif- 
ferent to the A.J.S. solo uscd by 
him .for traffic work inasmuch as 
that the system of control was not 
the same, hut the difference hardly 
amounted to a difficulty for a rider 
like the deceased, who was a very 
good driver and, ns-already stated, 
hnd used. the B.S.A. quite & num- 
ber of timcs. 

Witness: I am of the opinion 
that the machina skidded along the 
left slde for several yards before 
ft went over the side-channel. 
Sergeant Post who was a man of 
small build, was thrown 28 fect 
from the point where the machin 
left the alde channe), . 

Witness said that the victim was 
thrown three-quarters of the dis- 
tance and rolled to the spot where 
he was subsequently found. He 
fell on his head. 

In answer to the jury, witness 
gaid that the side-channel was deep, 
having regard to the narrow width 
of tho rond at that point, and that 
once the solo machine got Into the 
sidc-channel. It would be difficult 
to got it out. He agrecd that the 
camber there could well be cut down 
and the road could be banked a little 
on its inner side to offact the centri. 
fugal pull. 


Nensonable Theory.

‘That Europe is drifting swiftly

At 
tho snme time, they could well ac- 
cept the theory advanced by Sub- 
Inspector Saunders, to the effect 
that the deceased must have taken 
that curve just enst of the scenc of 
the accident at a rather high speed 
perhaps and rather far out. It 
might be, of course, as was indicated 
before, that there was some vehicle 
or person going in the opposite 
direction which foreed. him further 
gut than was usual in taking that 
corner. It was possible that he 
might haye to swerve to avoid 
something. They had no evidente 
at all on that. In any case, they 
were justified in bringing in a 
verdict of “death by misadventure.” 

The Coroner went on to state 
that in oné of the lesser-known 
Chinese papers it was reported that 
decensed was under the influence 
of liquor, He could find no evi- 
dence to justify any such remark 
being published In the paper. In 
fact there was no evidence at all. 


If the jury: therefore were satisfied” 


they were invited to add that tho 
decensed was quite sober at the 
time the accident occurred; also 
that their verdict would include an 
expression of sympathy with Sub- 
Inspector Post and other relatives 
of the deceased. If the jury fur- 
ther wished | to bring in recom- 
mendations as regards’ ~-improve- 
ment of the road, they were entitled 
to do so, 


Recommendations. 


The. jury roturned .n verdict of 
“Denth by Misaéventure.” — With 
it, they added they wero satisfied 
that the deceased wag not under 
the influence of liquor, and recom- 
provements of the rondway, that 
the camber: there -be levelled and 
the side-channel made much Jess 
deep than it was. They would also 
like to add an- expression of deep 
sympathy with.the relatives of the 
deceased. : 

The Coroner said he entirely con- 
curred with their verdict, and pro- 
milsed to forward the recommenda- 
tions to the proper quarters.

HOPES THAT RUSSIA MAY 
.. MODIFY ‘TERMS. 


DELEGATE'S VIEWS. 


Harbin, Jan. 2. © 

Once again the newspapers here 
are giving much prominence to 
the Sino-Soviet problems and the 
prospects of an early scttlemont of 
outstanding issues in view of the 
arrival here of General Mo Tch- 
hul, the chicf Chinese delegate to 
the Conference at Moscow. 

Interviewed by Chinese nows- 
pap r correspondents, General Mo 
Toh-hul exprossed the hope that 
tho Sovict Government would yield 
to the Chincso demand for the 
revision of terms contained at the 
Kharbarovsk Protocol. He satd 
that while the Sovict attitude was 
most adamant during the Nanking- 
Shansi war, {it had since been 
greatly modified and at present 
there was every hope of a 
thorough revision of the terms at 
the Protocol. Es 

General Mo said the. Chinese 
delegates attending the Confer- 
enge had been divided into sub- 
committces and preparations had 
been made for the settlement of 
the Chinese Eastern Railway Issue, 
the resumption of Sino-Ruasian 
relations and the restoration of 
commerce between the two coun- 
tries. Despite hia absence, the 
different committees would con- 
tinue discussions with the Russtan 
delegates, : 

The Chinese. delegate, however, 
was most reticent in revealing the 
exnet atnge which he had reached! 
iv the negotiations with the Soviet 
Government, He added that he 
intended to receive medical atten- 
dance at a hospital before return- 
ing to Russia. He fs Jeaviny for 
Nanking to submit a report to the 
Foreign Ministry at Nanking in 
about ten cays’ time. :

Forvent appeals to settle Hindt- 
Moslem differences, which are ap- 
parently the chief obstacle to pro-. 
gress at the Round Table Confer- 
ence, Were made at a meeting of 
the Minorities Sub-Committee held 
late to-night, 

Mr. Ramsay MacDonald, preaid- 
ing, said that it was profitless to 
reiterate the respective claims, 
He assured his hearera that the 
British Parllament would . strive 
its utmost to protect the minori- 
ties, and hoe begged Hindus and 
Moslems to mect cach other and 
try to reach an agreement before 
the next meeting on January 6, 
when he hoped that the Aga Khan’ 
(who is at present 1] in Paris, 
where he spent the Christmas) 
would be able to attend. 

Mr. MacDonald declared that 
the British representatives did not 
wish to Interfere in such a-mat- 
ter, which was “a bit humillating.’ 


_ Hindu Leader’s Views, 

In a conciliatory specch, Sir 
Chimanlal Satalvad, the leading 
Hindu Liboral, from Bombay, 
urged both Hindus and Moslems 
to consider the issues dispassfon-

ately, in order to reach a solution, 


which could bring contentment, 
peave and prosperity to Incia ay 
a whole, It . was essential, he 
saic, tha’, every Europein muat 
feel as a result of the methods 
discussed that their rights and 
liberties would remain unaffected. 
He advocated the devising of pro-. 
visions and defining of funda- 
mental rights by which rellgion, 
education and culture could be 
safoguarded, and he did not think 
those would provide difficultics. 
When that stage wus reached, he 
and his friends would be able to 
produce formulac and resolutions 
which he thought his Moslem 
friends would agree to with sntis- 


Would they then consider 
whether it would not, in these 
circumatances, be to their interest. 
to come into a joint electorate? If, 
after considering the whole situa- 
tion, they still felt their-only safe- 
guard was in the céntinuation of 
soparate electorates, then by all 
moans let them have them. Tho 
whole object of the conference was 
to dovise constitutions which would 
{nduce all cowmunities to work In 
it with enthusiasm.” He bolloved 
that joint electorates roprusented 
the right methods of building up 
a nation in Indian, and ho was 
quite prepared -that ‘there should 
be a ,reservation of scaots for 
Moslema in the Legislatures.
